Nip* Finally Fulfill Hopes of Yank Bluejackets 
and Emerge From Hiding—Action Forced 
By Yankee Invasion of Saipar 


BT INTERNATIONAL NEWS SERVICE 
A powerful American fleet, packing plenty of “ muscle,” wa* 
reported locked in a show down battle with the Japanese navy. 
All that was known officially of the naval action in waler* 
near the American-invaded Mariana islands was that the J a p 
navy had finally come out of hiding. Admiral Chester \V. Nim- 
itz announced the enemy armada had been sighted taking up 
battle positions east of the Philippines, and today the Japanese 
Domei Agency said the battle had been joined. 
If action already has been joined between the two armadas 
it may prove to be the final showdown battle which Admiral 
Chester W. Ximitz and every fighting admiral, officer and man 
in the fleet has been hoping for ever since the Marshall islands 
were invaded early this year. 
Since Admiral Ximitz made his momentous disclosure late 
yesterday that the J a p armada, possibly the entire imperial 
fleet, had been sighted in waters between the Philippines and

If 
silver nitrate Is used the applica­ 
tion should be followed by a sooth­ 
ing ointment such as zinc oxide.

LEARN BRIDGE FAST 
23—-Declarer's Planning 
NOTHING WHICH the declarer 
has to do Is more im portant than 
his planning before he plays a 
card. This part of his work begins 
as soon as the opening lead has 
been made and his partner has 
laid his hand face-up on the table 
as the “dummy.” It is then th at 
the declarer knows for the first 
tim e w hat are his assets and his 
liabilities. 
He 
should 
appraise 
them in detail, looking over each 
suit to size it up. m aking w hat­ 
ever deductions he can from the 
opening lead and then, based on 
this m arshaling of the facts, fig­ 
ure out the course of action he de­ 
cides to follow*. 
In the case of a No Trum p con­ 
tract, 
the 
fine 
player 
always 
counts up the num ber of certain 
tricks in sight so he can see how- 
m any more m ust be developed, in 
order to make his contract. Then 
he looks over the various suits 
and weighs the different opportu­ 
nities to develop them . A fter th at 
he considers the dangers against 
which he m ust protect himself. 
Considering all these factors, he 
then builds his plan of action. 
If his contract is in a suit, he 
goes through spproxlm ateiy the 
sam e process, except th a t instead 
of counting the winning tricks, he 
generally counts the losers, the 
the tricks he is in danger of los­ 
ing to the opponents. If the total 
is more than he can afford, and 
•till m ake his contract, he con­ 
siders various ways to get rid of 
enough losers so th at his contract 
will be safe.

States traditional method of con­ 
scripting its armies has been tried 
and found wanting. 
Two years after Pear! Harbor, 
this country ha* been compelled to 
recognize the weaknesaes inherent 
in selecting soldiers by lot and re­ 
sort to the historic system of con­ 
tinental Europe in calling up men 
by age classes. 
World W ar IT* requirement of 
an armed force 11,300.000 strong 
plus the rigors of modem clay com­ 
bat have shown the truly demo­ 
cratic American process of induct­ 
ing men through the medium of 
pulling numbers from a goldfish 
bowl to be outmoded. 
In 1918, the choosing by lot of 
the men to serve their country 
worked well because the nation 
needed far less men and the pat­ 
tern of war, however harsh, had 
not risen to its present day vio­ 
lence and strain. 
At Cassino and other battle­ 
fronts In the current global con­ 
flict, military leaders found youth 
imperative. Men near 30 and over 
could not stand the gaff. 
The 
Nazis used crack regiments of 19, 
20 and 21-year-old soldiers, highly 
adapted to mechanized warfare. 
Training by Age Groups 
American newspaper readers are 
familiar with the war-time report* 
from European capital#; those two- 
line 
items 
reading: 
“Italy, 
or 
whatever the country, today called 
up the cia** of 1919.“ Today, that 
would mean 25-year-olds 
In such 
a way, military leaders could be 
assured of young fighting men. 
Here at home, draft boards shuf­ 
fled 
through 
their 
registration 
cards and summoned men to serv­ 
ice when their orders number* 
appeared. A thoroughly democratic 
process, but one which does not 
permit the handpicking of an army 
of young men. Average age of our 
army, chosen by lot, is 27 years. 
Ultimately, however, the need of 
young combat replacements be­ 
came so urgent that selective serv­ 
ice revised its Induction procedure. 
Upon orders from President Roose­ 
velt, the country's 6,400 local draft 
boards were instructed to concen­ 
trate on men under 26. 
The United States, in effect, 
shifted- as far as possible at this 
stage in 
the 
w a r- to 
the 
old 
world’s method of railing men for 
military duty According to their 
age. The next step, if the demand 
for manpower continues high, will 
be toward those registrants 26, 27 
—possibly up to 30,

The emphasis was placed or, age 
and draft boards began combing 
the ranks of 574.000 men under 2d 
deferred in industry and 613,000 of 
the same age group deferred in 
agriculture to obtain the urgently 
needed combat replacements tor 
the armed forces 
As a safeguard against future 
conflicts, the nation may adopt a 
aystens of peace-time compulsory 
military training that will guar­ 
antee 
preparedness.

Lewis B. Hershey, national draft 
director, long has advocated such 
a course. 
If “Congress authorize* the pro­ 
gram, it could be effected by re­ 
quiring all men reaching IS, for 
example, to serve a y**ar In the 
armed forces. In this manner, the 
United States would be assured of 
a trained and waiting supply of 
military manpower at the youthful 
age demanded by modern combat*
